Ford’s writ of mandamus, filed with the Supreme Court, maintained 
he had lived at his Ashville address since the fall of 1954, but maintain­ 
ed his voting residence in Columbus. He had voted in Columbus in the 
last general election and had until November 9 to change his resi­ 
dence to qualify for running in a Pickaway County election.

Even Applies 
To 'Samaritan' 


C O L U M B U S if* — A “good 
Sam aritan” who gives an intoxi­ 
cated person a lift home is hauling 
a guest and is not liable for in­ 
juries to his guest, the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court rulrti today.

Refrigerators were tossed about 
like empty matchboxes, roofs lift­ 
ed off and huge truckloads of to­ 
matoes overturned or pushed into 
orange groves beside the road. 
An elderly couple, Mr. and M n. 
C. R. Johnson, said their home 
seemed to disappear all at once. 
“ We were sitting in the kitchen 
when the tornado struck,” related 
Mrs. Johnson. "We looked around 
and there just wasn't any house 
left.”

When there is no news, ru mors flou rish, 
end casu al remarks m ay be winnowed for 
hints that were never in them. The ru mors 
and hints may have a great deal of tru th in 
them, or none at all. 
There has been no firm news abou t new 
S vier spu tniks recently. It is five months 
since tile second one went into orbit. There 
al e now hints and ru mors that Ru ssia will 
fire a new spu tnik any day now', and su re­ 
ly before the end of April. 
Spu tnik III, according 
to one 
report, 
will weigh five tons and carry another dog. 
or perhaps a live man. Another report says 
it will follow a great comet-like orbit, circl­ 
ing botli the earth and the moon. Or the or­ 
bit may not be an elongated 
oval, like a 
comet's, bu t a figu re eight woven by the 
action of the earth’s and moon’s gravita­ 
tional fields. 
Why have the Ru ssians let all this time 
pass withou t sending u p a third spu tnik I* 
There are all sorts of theories. Their first 
and smallest altemp was bigger than any 
of the American su ccesses, so perhaps they 
scornfu lly decided they were still champs 
and didn’t need to bother. 
Again, it is said the Kremlin was sorry 
becau se the two spu tniks scared the United 
States into accelerating its military and 
scientific program and didn’t want to re­ 
peat the error. Another tenaciou s ru m or is 


that the Ru ssians have spent the last five 
months firing one moon spu tnik after an­ 
other, bu t withou t su ccess. 
If the Ru ssians do send u p a five-ton 
spu tnik soon, it mu st of necessity be lau n 
ohed by a rocket thru st considerably grea 
tei than any known so far. 
Meanwhile the Reynolds Metal Company 
reports that the United States may fire 
a new' type of satellite to accompany its 
next orbiting of one of the more familiar 
types. The new type will consist of a 12-foot 
alu minu m-foil balloon. It will be folded 
w'hen fired and is expected to inflate au to­ 
matically w'hen it joins the regu lar satel­ 
lite in orbit. 
The balloon-type satellite w'ou ld carry no 
instru ments and have little scientific val­ 
u e. 
Bu t it wou ld be 
the 
most 
visible 
satellite to date becau se of its size and 
high albedo. More skywatchers w-ou ld be 
able to seeit with the naked eye.

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Satellites Bring Many Rumors

Hlien there is no news, rumors flourish, 
end casual remarks m ay be winnowed for 
hints that were never in them. The rumors 
and hints may have a great deal of truth in 
them, or none at all. 
There has been no tirm news shout new 
Soviet sputniks recently. It is five months 
since the second one went into orbit. There 
a?e now hints and rumors that Russia will 
fire a new sputnik any day now. and sure­ 
ly before the end of April. 
Sputnik III, according 
to 
one 
report. 
wHl weigh five tons and carry another dog. 
or perhaps a live man. Another report says 
it will follow a great comet-like orbit, circl­ 
ing both the earth and the moon. Or the or­ 
bit m a y not be an elongated oval, like a 
comet's, but a figure eight woven by the 
action of the earth’s and moon's gravita­ 
tional fields. 
\\ bv have the Russians let all this time 
pass without sending up a third sputnik? 
There are all sorts of theories, Their first 
and smallest attemp was bigger than any 
of the American successes, so perhaps they 
scornfully decided they were still champs 
and didn’t need to bother. 
Again, it is said the Kremlin was sorry 
because the two sputniks scared the United 
States into accelerating its military and 
scientific program and didn t want to re­ 
peat the error. Another tenacious rumor is 


that the Russians have spent the last five 
months firing one moon sputnik after an­ 
other, but without success. 
If the Russians do send up a five-ton 
sputnik soon, it must of necessity be laun 
ohed by a rocket thrust considerably grea 
ter than any known so far. 
Meanwhile the Reynolds Metal Company 
reports that the United States m ay fire 
a new tvpe of satellite to accompany its 
next orbiting of one of the more familiar 
types. The new type will consist of a 12-foot 
aluminum-foil balloon. It will be folded 
when fired and is expected to inflate auto­ 
matically when it joins the regular satel­ 
lite in orbit. 
The balloon-type satellite would carry no 
instruments and have little scientific val­ 
ue. 
But it 
would be

visible 
satellite to date because of its size and 
high albedo. More sky watchers w-ould be 
able to seeit with the naked eve.
